In their football senes that 
itarted in 1908 the two teams have 
met six times and the results are 
Bucknell, four wins; the Buff, one 
victory .and one lie. On a muddy 
field in 1938 the Thundering Herd 
handed the Colonials a 16-0 licking, 
but last season the Buffmen came 
back to win 7*6 by the margin of 
Walter Welc's point after touch- 
down. 

Bucknell losl ten lettermen from 
last year's squad by graduation but 
)1 letter earners are back to form 
the nucleus of this season's team. 
Included among the missing from 
last season's eleven are Fullback 
George Ktick, star of the game last 
year; Mike Pegg, center; Frank 
Funalr, high scoring halfback, and 
Harry Wenner, an end. This year's 
•leven will be led by Co-Captains 
Morris Bessel, star center and John 
Plewak, 150 pounds of flghtlng de- 
termination. 

Because of an unusually light

pounds per man— Bucknell has 
abeiMtoood the traditional power at- 
tack in favor of a ip>idy aa4 de. 
Itoptfvt offense this Niton. Mel 
Knupp, triple-threat halfback, heads 
the Bison attack both on the ground 
and In the air. Completing the 
Bucknell slarting backfleld are 
puke Dueger at quarter, Walt Wen- 
rick at right hlaf, and George Boner 
it fullback. Co-Captain Plewak, five 
foot and five-inch guard. Is the 
team's defensive pace-setter and di- 
rects the Bucknell defensive forma- 
tions. 

Bouncing back from their 18-0 
licking at the hands of Wake Forest 
last Friday the Colonials are put- 
ting in plenty of hours at scrim- 
mage in preparation for the Bisons. 
Captain Sam Babich, who missed 
last week's game because of a char- 
leyhorse, will be back In the startl- 
ing lineup against the Bucknell 
eleven. .Ken Batson was hampered 
by a shoulder injury In last week's 
game but Is expected to be back in 
good form for the contest Saturday. 
The only changes In the Buffs 
atarting lineup are the two new 
guards on the first string team. By 
excellent play In both the West Vir- 
ginia and Wake Forest games. Stan 
Ziobro and Ellis Hail have won the 
first team posts. 

Between the halfs the usual home- 
coming pageantry will hold forth 
beaded by a skit which will be put 
on by the Rouser's Club. The Uni- 
versity band win also part part in 
Ihe demonstration. Many Bucknell 
alumni and students are expected 
to be in the stands to support their 
Bison eleven.

Perhaps the art department should be ap- 
proached in connection with making better use 
of the abundance of artistic talent among the stu- 
dents there. Whether these suggestions are feas- 
ible or-not, it appears that a more careful analysis 
of the ability of the various candidates is a vital 
prerequisite for a better yearbook under the pres- 
ent limiting financial setup. 

Undoubtedly the habitual fraternity-sorority 
domination of important positions on the annual 
is another aspect worth considering. To conclude 
that editors of the Cherry Tree consciously and 
willfully have sought to improve the lot of their 
fraternal afflllates at the expense of independent 
students would be a most serious charge to make. 
The Hatchet does not so Impugn their motives, 
but Instead feels that the tendency toward pro- 
motion of members of the fraternities and soror- 
ities in power is an unfortunate result of limited 
facilities available to the staff of the annual. 

In past years the Cherry Tree has had to use 
small crowded quarters with but a few type- 
writers available. This prevented the exploitation 
of all the talent offered the Cherry Tree by va- 
rious students. When the time came to work, 
because there was only room for a limited number 
.of staff members, what was more natural than tor 
the editors to ask staff members whom they saw 
more frequently to come down and work. And 
also quite naturally those staff members would 
almost inevitably turn out to be fraternity 
brothers or fellow sorores. 

In the interests of assuring all staff members 
an equal opportunity for advancement, larger 
offices and more extensive facilities should be 
available to the Cherry Tree. The Hatchet repeats 
the same offer it made last week in one of its 
Tuesday, Nov. S, I9d0 columns.

• NOT SHARING your evident dis* 
tsste for naming the subjects of your 
outbursts, 1 address this letter to 
you and not to the board of editors 
as a body, because, whatever its 
feelings as to the justification for 
your attack, I do not believe the 
board Indorses the exaggerated, bit* 
ter invective in which your last 
week's column couched the terms of 
Its misinformed criticism of the 
Cherry Tree. 

Whether they indorse the sub* 
stance of your attack is not my 
concern until such substance is ( 1 ) 
offered along with specifications in* 
stead ot generalities requesting that 
the Cherry Tree Board make effort 
to remedy them and ( 2 ) is cffc-*d 
In a spirit of constructive advice 
rather than destructive fauit-find- 
ing. 

I believe you overstepped the 
bounds of ethics and plain, common 
courtesy in ( 1 ) the bitterness of 
your attack upon a staff of whose 
capabilities you have no basis for 
Judgment. (2) stating as facts your 
opinion upon which you are thor* 
oughly mlsTn’formed, and (3) abus- 
ing your position as an alleged di- 
rector of campus opinion( though 
why the Hatchet business manager 
Is ex officio a columnist is one of 
life’s minor mysteries) by attempt- 
ing to convince the student body not 
only that the Cherry Tree has not .

This 
Impressing of citizens is an old- 
world device and a totalitarian 
method. Let there be no mistake 
about that 
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But It Is perhaps useful u a 
temporary expedient to arm against 
a totalitarian world. I wouiu .to 
longer attempt to argue on that, 
since the bill Is passed and Amen'- 
ica might as well draw as much 
good from conscription as It can 
during this crisis. (That is, 1 feel, 
large scale protest against conacrlp- 
tion would not remove It— since a 
great majority is held by the old, 
infirm, middle-aged, and the women, 
all unaffected by It; and sIm the 
press and monied classes fav^ It—; 
and this large scale protest would 
at the same time destroy whatever 
temporary utility the thing dots 
have for us.)

When a player 
was sent into the game he was not 
given a pat on the back or "go stop 
them" encouragement; he merely 
trudged onto the gridiron to get the 
game over as soon as possible. When 
those mud covered Buffmen came 
out of the game no one on the Buff 
bench got up to congratulate the 
player or even say: "Good game, 
bud." 

How can anyone expect a stu- 
dent body to get school spirit when 
the football team sets such examples 
as those? Let's get the students or- 
ganized. let's get a little more help 
from the University and let's get a 
little more encouragement from the 
team and coaches above ail! When 
those achievements are accomplished 
the University will have school 
spirit and not before. 

1 picked the Colonials to beat 
Georgetown but unless school spirit 
develops I will be wrong. The only 
way to beat the Hoyas is to have a 
driving determination to win. 1 ask 
the football team to please get some 
spirit and I believe that the student 
body will follow. Let's beat George- 
town !

• “TOUCHE! TOUCHE!'* With 
these words was ended the exhibi- 
tion fencing bout given by profes- 
aionals before the University Fenc- 
ing Club last Tuesday night. Rec- 
reation Hall was the scene of an 
exciting match between Maestro 
Anthony Messineo, head of the 
Washington Fencer's Club, and one 
of his very adept students, Aida 
Prencipe, “Maestro." as he is fa. 
mlUarly called, la in charge of a 
popular “salle d’arme" here in 
Washington. 

After giving this exhibition bout, 
the Maestro explained the differ- 
ence between the French and Ital- 
ian foils. The . French foil has a 
thick blade and is used more for 
stage play, whereas the Italian, or 
old sword, is a true Weapon and is 
flat on one side. Using both types 
of foils, then, Robert Scott, also a 
member of the Washington Fenc- 
er’s Club, and Maestro gave a dem- 
onstration bout, which was immedi- 
ately followed by an explanation 
of tencing term.s. 

His short talk was of interest 
even to those who knew nothing of 
fencing. As he spoke on each move, 
he clearly demonstrated It, such as 
the “pasata"— a quick passing-un- 
der move, or counter-action, which 
is used to avoid your opponent’s 
well-aimed thrusts. It Is a "timing 
against time’’ as he called it. Also, 
he spoke of the ‘'4Mtssala’’ or a drop- 
ping down in almost a squatting 
position to avoid a thrust; this was 
Invented about 520 A. D. by a 
teacher In northern Italy. 

Another of the steps he analyzed 
for the Club was the inquartata or 
•Ide step, as in boxing. This step, 
however, is not used much because 
It is very dangerous and requires 
tremendous speed and knowledge, 
for the blade passes directly over 
the head. If the fencer fails lo step 
quickly enough his body is in dan- 
ger. 

In closing, the Maestro reminded 
the fencers thal “every movemept 
in fencing is an art and that fenc. 
Ing is a vastly expanding physical

• THIS HOMECOMING will be the 
twenty-fifth that Dean Henry Grat- 
tan Doyle, of Columbian College, has 
witnessed. Twenty-five years of prog- 
ress in the university have been 
witnessed by Dean Doyle, and we 
present s worm’s eye view of the 
changes incurred during those years, 
as he described them to us. 

And if someone asked you what 
this week was, what would you 
answer? And If the same inquisi- 
tive person asked to what you were 
Coming Home, would you be 
stumped, or would you? If you 
were the smart, loyal G.W.lte, you 
would give them glowing descrip- 
tions of our modern buildings, Stu- 
dents' CHub, lovely two by four cam- 
pus, and all the other amazing fea- 
tures of the university? 

Did you ever try to visualize the 
different institution that the Home- 
comers of twenty-five years ago 
Homecame to? Look around with 
pride and gratitude, for those col- 
legiates stumbled up the steps of 
two or three old brick buildings to 
receive Higher Education. 

These structures stood on either 
sVde of old Lisner Hall, which had 
been a Catholic school and thus cud- 
dled a chapel within its maze of 
rooms. Long, narrow, and with 
beautiful stained glass windows, this 
room served as an assembly hall at 
well as a chapel. In this hall also 
were the offices of Dean Wilbur, 
dean of the college, and of the deans 
of Arts and Sciences. 

With the purchase of a few back 
yards, a great change came over the 
lives of our predecessors. Corcoran 
Hall and the Law School were built, 
and also the gymnasium, or "tin 
tabernacle" as they fondly called It 
This series of important additions 
to Ye University came about under 
the reign of President Lewis I. 

Following him. President Marvin 
I ascended the throne and has ruled

• FROM NEW YORK to Lisbon by 
Yankee Clipper, across Spain by 
train (with luck), through southern 
France and Sv^Itzerland and to Ber- 
lin by train and then to Moscow by 
the Moscow Express, is the immedi- 
ate itinerary of Richard G. Smith, 
former University student who left 
for New York this morning. 

Dick Smith, a business adminis- 
tration student last year, will All 
an appointment as Clerk in the Em- 
jassy in Moscow, and will not see 
the United States again lor two 
years. 

"ni say I'm excited," said Dick, 
**and worried. 1 only hope Russia 
doesn't get' in a war before 1 get 
there." 

Smith did not seem so much per- 
turbed by the possibilities of air 
raids as he did by the trains in 
Spain. 

"It’s been a long time since t 
studied my high school Spanish, 
and if I should miss a train— God 
help me. The railroads there have 
never recovered from the civil war 
and catching a train is a matter of 
guesswork." 

Languages are not the least of 
Smith's worries. He cited the case 
of an American charge d’affaires 
who was recently arrested for 
speaking English in a Paris railroad 
station. The Germans thought him 
British and detained him for several 
hours. 

"If that’s their attitude about 
English. I’ll be detained Just about 
every stop. However, I'm traveling 
with another man from the State 
Department named Jones — Smith 
and Jones, Isn’t that a combina- 
tion?— and I’m hoping he knows 
something besides English. 

The all-important question of 
when he would arrive was quite be- 
yond Dick. 

"I haven’t the slightest idea, but 
the State Department has a small 
fortune invested in my passage to 
Moscow, so I guess I'll arrive sooner 
or later.’’ He added that If train 
passage Is too perilous he may be 
sent by plane from Lisbon to Mos- 
cow. in which case he will be there 
in almost no time. 

Dick Smith attended the Univer- 
sity for three years and is a mem- 
ber of Kappa Sigma fraternity. He 
received his first appointment In 
the State Department last summer 
when he served as clerk In one of 
the American legations on the Cana- 
dian border.
